For 
months, Foth, himself a laundry 
agent, has recognized tho opportunity 
hero for the establishment of a homo 
lnundry.'nnd he has employed experts 
to make a thorough Investigation and 
compile statistics. The results have 
been startling, and have served to 
' further stimulate ' tho Idea of seeing 
the' project through to tho finish. 
Among other things, Mr. Foth has 
found that people of tho Chain O' 
Lakes spend approximately $100,000 
for laundry every year; that a half 
dozen laundries are carrying a very 
profitable business away from the 
locality annually; that for less than 
$25,000 a modern laundry equipment 
adequate to take cure of this busi- 
ness, can be Installed.

THE great school of Experience is still holding classes in 
1 America, but the scientific spirit of the age has so gener- 
ally invaded I the workshops of industry and. trade that they

try methods of former generations when Ex- 
perience was considered the only teacher. 
It would be hard to find a working force in 
any pre-eminently successful businens or in- 
dustrial organization in the United States 
today but what the dominating leadership 
is schooled in the scientific principles of its 
specific field, whether manufacturing, mer- 
chandising or finance.

Education a Pathway to Advancement 
Leading banks in various parts of 
the country are insisting that their 
employees take work in the Insti- 
tute. This Is frequently a part of 
their contract of employment at tho 
time thoy enter the bank. It is also 
now quite generally understood In the 
Held of American banking that study 
in the American Institute of. Bank- 
ing Is considered one of the basic 
factors in tho promotion of tho In- 
dividual to a place of Importance in 

a bank. 

The Standard Certificate of the 
American Institute of Banking Is an- 
nually gaining a greater and wider 
recognition among practical bankers 
throughout the United States. These 
certificates are coming to have the 
same importance In the banking world 
that certificates of education have in 
tho field of the general professions. 
This is a practical example and one 
thoroughly well demonstrated by sea- 
soned experience of tho new spirit of 
American business.

Chicago May 30— Few »car own- 
ers nre aware that when they 
••pick up" a hitch-hiker the legal re- 
lationship between themselves and 
the erstwhile pedestrian becomes 
that of host nnd guest, and that they 
are liable to the "guest" In the event 
of injuries sustained through the 
driver's negligence, points out the 
legal department of the Chicago 

Motor Club. 

"Numerous questions have arisen 
in the various states as to the degree 
of care which a driver must exercise 
to avoid liability," a bulletin issued 
by the motor club stated. "In a few 
states he is liable only for gross 
negligence, but in the majority of 
states he Is liable ir the accident re- 
sults from his failure to uso the 
degree of care which a man of or- 
dinary prudence would exercise under 
similar circumstances. 

"There are other reasons, however, 
which should be sufficient In them- 
selves to persuade motorists to re- 
frain from giving rides to strangers. 
All too often does the apparent 
wanderer produce a pistol and re- 
lieve his benefactor of his car and 
money. Recently a youth killed an 
Arizona driver who .had given him a 

lift. 

"Generosity is certainly an admir- 
able attribute, but motorists who 
admit roadside wayfarers into their 
car are, because of the grave possi- 
bilities of the situation, carrying that 
quality entirely too far."

Problem Is Solved 

"But it had been impossible to 
bring any of these tiles alive to Fiji.
